COND SESSION OF THE TWENTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 

[Public — No. II.] 

AN ACT making appropriations for the pay- 
ment of the Revolntiorinry and other pen- 
sioners of me United Slates, for theye.tr one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight. 

Be it enacted., by the Senate and lloiue of Rep- 
resentaiives of the United States of Jlmenca in 
Congress assembled y 'I'hat the following sums be, 
and the same are hereby, appropriated, in aii- 
dition to foi mer a^tropiiations, to be paid out 
of any money in ihe Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, for the pensioners of the (biitcii 
sSttites, for the year one tbou^und eight hundred 
and thirty-eight : 

For the Revolutionary pensioners, under the 
several acts, other than those of the liiteenth of 
May, one Ihon-and eight hundre<l and twenty- 
eight; the seventh of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and thiity two; ami the fouithofjii 
]y, one thousand eight hundre.l and thirty six, 
four hundred and twenty-six thousand seven 
hundred and seventy-two dollar^. ; 

, For the invalid pensioners, under various 
ilaws, one hundred anri thirty-four thousand and 
seventy-five dollars and sixty-two cents; 

For pension? to widows and o.plian?, iiofler 
(he act of the fourth of July, one thousand eight 
ihundred and thirty-six, one million four hun- 
dred and ninety two thousand six hundred and 
eighty-five dollars;

AN ACT to change the times of holding the 
circuit and dislrici courts of the United States 
in the seventh circuit. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of IftC United States of America rii 
Compress assemhledy That the circuit and district 
courts of the United Stales shnll be held in the 
district of Indiana, at the sent of Goveinmen; 
in said State, on the third Mondaysof .May and 
November; at the seat of (Tovernrnent in the 
district of Illinois on the first Mondays of May 
and November; at (he sent of Goveinment in 
the district oflllinols on the first Mondays of 
Jane and December; in ihe district of Michi- 
gan, at the«eatof Government in said Stale, 
on the third Monday in June ami the first Moh 
day in November; and in the district of Ohio, 
at the seat of Government in saiil State, on the 
fi.st Monday of July nml the thinl Monday in 
December; and all recognizances entered into, 
and all mesne and final proces*, which hav#» 
been issued, or which rhall herealter be »«sue«!, 
shall he returnable in the respective districts to 
the first term asabove established ; And it shall 
be the dtiiy of the circuit judge, to a((en<i one 
circuit court in each vear, in the districts of In- 
diana, Illinois, ami .Mrchigtn, and should any 
question of law be rai«e«l, in any ca«e, in the 
absence of the circuit judge, (he ilistrict judge 
may, at hi« discretion ndi<uirn (he cause to the 
succeeding term of the circuit court.

AN ACT to contin»ie in force an act therein 
mentioned, relating to the port of BaUiniore. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and Houxe of Rep 
resentatives of the United Slates of America in 
Congress assembled.

the demand of a duty on tonnage on vessel? pro- 
pelled by steam, employed in the transporta- 
tion of pa«senger?. .

them in these cheering words — “Keep up your 
heart's, hoy?, there is too much sea to board 
you now, but I will never leave you till I take 
you off;” and through the night he twice or 
thrice |)a.®«pd round them, repeating those con- 
soling word?, and offering to veer to them wa- 
ter and provisions if (hey were in immediate 
want of either. 

'Miese generous assurances this brave sailor 
rigidly fulfilled, and after perseveringly keeping 
close to the vesstd for two nights a 
blowing very hanl .ill the time, he at length 
succeeding in Selling the people all out ofher, 
and treated them with great ktndnes?, until 
they were received on board the Hercules. 

Captain Nicholas placet the humane Conduct 
of Capt. Perry in strong contract with that of 
the commander of another vessel, believed to bs 
English, who approached within three miles of 
the wreck, and discovering people on board, in- 
stantly abandoned them to their fate. 

The officers of ihe Hercules, together with 
some officers of the British Army on board at 
(he time, subscribed for a piece of plate to be 
presented to Captain Perry as a memorial of 
his generous conduct.

MOS r AWFUL d I FAMBOAT ACCI 
DEM’. 

Loss OF 1-35 Lives! -It becomes out; 
j ainfiil t’.uiv lo record one of ihe most 
n vfull> destniclive occurrences known 
in the’ terrible and fatal cntiiloguo of' 
steamboat accidents. 

This afternoon, about six o clock, the 
new and elegant steamboat Motelle, 
Capt. Perin.left iha wharf of this cty, 
(full of passengers,) for Louisville and 
St. Louis; and with a view oflakingn 
family on board at Fulton, about a mile 
and a half above the quay, proceeded: 
up the river, and made fast lo a lumber 
raft for that purpose. Here the family 
were taken on board, and during the 
whole time of the detention the captain 
was holding on to all the steam he could 
create, with an intention of showing off 
to the best advantage the grea* speed of 
the boat as she passed down the whole 
length of the city. The Moselle was a 
new brag bout, and had recently made 
several e.xceedingly quick trips to and 
from this place. 

So soon as the family were taken on 
board from the raft, tne boat shoved off, 
and at the very moment her wheel made 
the first revolution, her boilers burst 
with a most awful and astounding noise, 
equal to the most violent clap of thunder. 
The explosion was destructive and heart 
rending intbe extreme, as we are assured 
by a genlloinan who was sitting on his 
horse on shore, waiting to see the boat 
stiirt. Hoads, limbs, bodies, and blood, 
were seen flying through the air in eve- 
ry direction, attended by the most terri- 
ble shrieks and groan.s from tho wounded 
and dying. The boat, at the moment of 
the accident, was about thirty feet from 
the shore, and was rendered a perfect 
wreck. She seemed to be torn all to 
flinders ns far back as the gentlemen’s 
cabin; and her hurricane deck, the whole 
length, was entirely swept away. The 
boat immediately began to sink rapidly, 
and float (with a strong current) down 
the river, at the same time getting still 
farther from the shoro. 

The captain was thrown by tho ex- 
plosion entirely into the street, and was 
picked up dead and dreadfully mangled. 
Anoiherman was thrown entirely through 
the roof of one of the neighboring hous- 
es, and limbs and fragments of bodies 
scattered about tho river and shore in 
heart-rending profusion. As soon as 
the boat was discovered to be rapidly 
sinking, the passengers who remained 
unhurt in the gentlemen’s and ladies’ 
cabins became panicstruck, and with a 
fatuity unaccountable, jumped into the 
river. Being above the ordinary busi- 
ness parts of the city, there were no 
boats at hand, except a few large and 
unmanageblo wood fl-ifs, which were 
carried to the relief of the sufferers ns 
soon as possible, by the few persons on 
the shore. Many were drowned, how- 
ever, before they could be rescued from 

.iiiU many sunk who 

were not seen afterwards. 

We are told that one little boy on 
shore was seen wringing his hands in 
agonv, imploring those present to save 
his fither, mother, and three sisters, all 
of whom were struggling in the water to 
gain the shore, but whom the pour little 
fellow had the awful misfortune lO see 
perish, one by one, almost within his 
reach. An infant child, bel mging to 
this familv, was picked up alive, floating 
down Ihe river on one of the fragments 
©‘'the hurrienne deck. 

Doctor V\Tls;)N Hughes, of the U. 
States Army, (and brother-in-law to our 
estimable fellow citizen, W. P. Hughes, 
of Pearl Street House,) is doubtless a 
mong the slain, as he was known to have 
been on board, and gome pieces of the 
military coat he had on were picked up 
among the fragments. 

Mr. , a highly respectable 

grocery merchant, of Louisville, and 
brother-in-law of .Mr. VVjlson McGrew,j 
of this city, is aiso supposed to be lost, as 
he was on board, and no tidings have] 
since been heard of him, iiutwithsianding 
the active inquiries of his friends. 1 

We are unable, as yet, lo particular- , 
ize any other persons lost, ns the boat; 
»unA- in about fifteen minutes after the 
accident, leaving nothing lo be seen but] 
her chimney and a small portion of her 
upper works, and a scene ol distress and 
confusion immediately ensued that alto- 
gether biiflies description. Most of the 
sufferers were among the hands of the 
boat, and the steerage passengers.

The clerk of the boat, wo understand, 
•scaped unhurt. These are all the par- 
ticulars we havy et been able to learnt.
